GAGE FUND BOND. 


Know all men by these Presents :— 

That, Whereas, William Gage of Enfield, County of Graf- 
ton and State of New Hampshire, has heretofore made a propo- 
sition to the town of Enfield, in substance as follows, to wit: 

That be will put into the possession of said town the sum 
of twenty-five hundred dollars, to be known as the Gage Fund, 
and to be so recorded in the town records, said fund to -be 
safely invested and kept at interest forever, and the same to be 
held in trust by said town for the following purposes, viz: 

First—To pay to the said Gage from said fund, and the in- 
terest accruing from the same, the sum of two hundred and 
twenty-five dollars each and every year during the life of said 
Gage, said annuity to be paid him semi-annually, on the first 
day of January and July in each year (the intent and meaning 
of said Gage being that the town shall pay to him, semi-annu- 
ally, as aforesaid, the interest on said fund at the rate of nine 
per cent. per annum). 

Second—In case said Gage should become sick and poor, 
and his other property, together with the annuity of two hun- 
dred and twenty-five dollars, as aforesaid, should be insufficient 
for his support, the town shall pay to him such further part of 
said fund of twenty-five hundred dollars yearly, as may be suffi- 
cient for his support. ; 


Third—-Vhat all the rest and residue of said fund that shall 
remain unexpended at the decease of said Gage, shall, to all 
intents and purposes, be the property of said town, and known 
as the Gage Fund, as aforesaid, to be held by said town for- 
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ever, provided, said town shall fulfill and faithfully carry out 
the purposes aforesaid, said town to give to said Gage a bond 
or other instrument, that said twenty-five hundred dollars shall 
be kept in a fund for all time to come, the principal never to be 
spent, the interest to be appropriated for the use and benefit of 
the town, except so far as principal and interest may be_re- 
quired for the purposes herctofere named. And in case said 
_ town shall fail to carry out in good faith the purposes aforesaid, 
then said twenty-five hundred dollars to he paid back to said 
Gage, without deduction for taxes. 

And, Whereas, at the annual meeting of said town of En- 
field in March, 1870, the undersigned, Wyman Pattee and ‘ 
Andrew C. Fifield, were chosen by said town as trustees or 
agents to consider the aforesaid proposition of said Gage to 
said town to receive said money in behalf of said town, and to 
execute any legal documents that might be necessary for, and 
in behalf of said town. 

Now, the undersigned, for and in behalf of said town, 

hereby accept the proposition of said Gage, as set. forth, and 
acknowledge, for and in behalf of said town of Enfield, the 
receipt from said William Gage of the sum of twenty-five hun- 
dred dollars, which the undersigned, as trustees and agents of 
said town, and in behalf of said town, hereby covenant and 
agree shall be held by said town in trust for the purposes set 
forth in the proposition aforesaid, according to the full intent 
and meaning of the same, and if said town shall fail to carry 
out the same in good faith, then said fund is to be paid back to 
the said Gage.

REMARKS. 


My first care, when appointed to superintend the schools, 
was to ascertain their condition; what wants, if any, were to 
be supplied, what errors, if any, were to be corrected, and 
what had been the methods of the several schools heretofore 
pursued. ‘To say that our schools are up to their usual stand- 
ard would seein praise enough. We have had a good corps of 
teachers in most of our schools, and good work is being done. 
In our schools that have not been as successful as desired, J 
think the fault is partly chargable to the people of the district. 
It is their duty to notify the Superintendent when they are sat- 
isfied a school is wrong, and it is his duty to make right all 
wrongs so far as he can. Prudential Committees should bear 
in mind that the success of our schools depends much with 
them in their choice of teachers. The Superintendent should 
visit the schools oftener—at least three times during a term if 
of much length. The first thing to be done in teaching is to 
get up an interest. Without interest there will be little atten- 
tion; and without attention there can be but slow progress, — 


To interest a child is to enlighten its mind, to make it aec- 
tive; in other words, impressible. But what are the means to 
be employed—-what will interest a child? This is not so easy 
to determine. Different means are required by different chil- 
dren, according to their natures, their inclinations and temper- 
aments. Here the discernment of the teacher comes in: he 
must know his scholar. He must mensure its capacity, remark 
its weak points and its salient, and vet on the right side of the 
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child. A teacher beloved is half the battle won; hated or 
feared, there is little progress. 

The teacher should be willing to consult?with parents, but 
not dictated by them. Moral agencies should be employed ‘in 
the school-room. ‘The teacher should respect his pupils if he’ 
would have them respect him. But when kind treatment and 
higher motives fail, there should be a ‘‘ must” and ‘‘ must not,” 
guarded by such penalties as shall secure immediate and abso- 
lute obedience. The teacher should labor just as faithfully in a 
small school, and for small wages, as in a large school-and for 
large wages. It is this that will prepare the teacher to ascend 
to the position which he may desire. ‘The teacher should la- 
_ bor to acquire knowledge, not only in preparation to teach, but 
so long as he teaches. In short, whatever the teacher does to 
make a good school, will come under the head of labor. The 
earnest, the persevering and studious teacher is the successful 
one. ‘To elevate the standard of our schools the Superintend- 
ent should be careful to know that all applicants to teach are 
well established in the English branches. It is the tendency 
of modern teaching to drift away from the common branches to 
the more higher. As soon as a boy has learned to read ordi- 
nary English without stumbling at every step, and reckon with 
an approach to accuracy, he is set to work on one of the higher 
branches. By cramming, he is expected to master this in a few 
months, so that he may turn his attention to another study and 
forget the one already mastered. 

In our common schools the minds of the pupils can be bet- 
ter trained by close and careful attention to the common studies 
than by too much attention to the higher branches ; and if they 
are not able to delude themselves with the idea that they have 
received an ornamental education, they can at least feel sure 
they have received a useful one. J would not be understood 
as discouraging the study of the higher branches, but master 
the common English first. JI think if a high school could be 
established in District No. 1, it would be a benefit to the town 
and a eredit to the district, giving its pupils an opportunity to 
pursue such studies as they chose.

I woud call attention to the imperfeet manner in which 
some of the registers have been filled out. No teacher is enti- 
tled to his pay until he has a certificate from the Superintend- 
ent‘ that the register has been properly filled, and returned to 
him. Let the Prudential Committees require this of their teach- 
ers, and it will help the Committee very much in making his 
report. 

There is searcely a town, of its size, in Grafton County, 
that expends as much for education as Enfield; and the bene- 
ficial results are visible. If a series of meetings—a sort of 
‘*Teachers’ Institute,” could be started in town, where teachers 
aided by parents and others could meet, and give their views, 
and discuss the best methods of teaching, great good might re- 
sult from it. I. would not criticise, too severely, our schools 
under the management of the present system, but the system 
itself, and at some future date I may give my opinion more 
fully on the management of schools. 

Finally, it is the duty of parents to employ the purest and 
most high-minded teachers, visit your schools often, teach your 
children implicit obedience at home, send them to school con- 
stantly, and carefully watch over their reading. If parents and 
guardians would have moral training given at school, they must 
teach it at home. 

Hoping the next school-year will be much more prosperous 
than the past, I sincerely thank all for the assistance I have 
received in the discharge of my duties.
